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The seaport, the Plaza, TV ad 
costs, and supporting California 
are on the agenda 


BSA President Peter Kuttner AIA reports regularly in 
this space on BSA Board action. 


At recent monthly meetings of the BSA Board of 
Directors: 


@ The Board benefited significantly from another 
update on the work of the BSA SeaPort Focus Team, 
which is working intensively to respond to and 
critique the City’s original proposal for the 
redevelopment of the seaport. Focus Team co-chairs 
Todd Lee FAIA and Constance Bodurow, Assoc. AIA 
both have provided superb analyses of the work to 
date and the work to be done. The Board also was 
pleased to note that the MIT/Globe conference on 
the future of Boston Harbor is generating many of 
the same issues identified as critical by the Focus 
Team. Lee and Bodurow have been appearing on 
local radio and television programs to explain 
seaport redevelopment in general and the BSA 
proposals specifically. The Board commended Lee 
and Bodurow for their superb leadership on this 
issue. 


@ The revitalization of Boston's City Hall Plaza also 
continues to be a primary urban-design issue on the 
Board agenda. Focus Team leader David Dixon 
FAIA recently provided the Board with an update on 
that project. It was the Board’s sense that the Plaza 
project raises several issues: the private use of public 
space; the need to move the public process along; the 
apparent reality that no one with responsibility for 
city planning is looking at the plaza as part of a 
larger downtown development scheme; the lack of 
political leadership in the city for the Plaza project; 
the general absence of boldness in the Plaza project 
from both planning and design perspectives; and, 
ironically, the apparent lack of sufficient 
understanding or projection of future uses of the 
Plaza, the kinds of projections that could form the 
basis of a program for the designer. Once again the 
Board commended Dixon for so effectively leading 
the BSA effort on this project. 


@ The prospect of national TV ads promoting 
architects as service providers and promoting the 
relationship between architects and clients that forms 
the basis of good design has been the issue for well 
over a year. At a recent meeting, the Board endorsed 
the national plan to levy a dues assessment of 
$50.00/member for each of the next three years to 
finance this campaign. The Board also voted to 
support efforts at the national convention in San 
Francisco in May to waive such an assessment for 
certain membership groups such as young architects 
or new members or other individual members for 


whom the assessment would be a serious financial 
burden. The Board noted with interest that the 
scheduled April membership meeting with the 
national leaders of the TV ad campaign was 
cancelled for lack of BSA membership interest. (See 
the related story on p. 12.) 


@ The Board voted in May to contribute $10,000 
to the national effort to defeat the “competition- 
killer” initiative in California, a ballot initiative that 
would have effectively diminished the ability of 
architecture firms to do public work. Conceived and 
promoted by a group called Professional Engineers in 
California Governnent (engineers working as 
employees in public agencies), this ballot initiative 
would have dramatically restricted the participation 
of private-sector architects and engineers in the 
design of California's public projects such as libraries, 
hospitals, schools, roads, bridges, etc. The BSA had 
invested $2,500 in this effort several months ago and 
our total contribution of $12,500 was meant to 
support the $6-million advertising campaign led by 
California architects. It is a pleasure to report that 
— to the benefit of architects throughout the United 
States — our colleagues in California successfully 
defeated this potentially devastating initiative. 


@ The annual audit of the BSA’s financial 
operations has been completed and Treasurer Paul 
Nakazawa AIA reported to the Board that the 
auditors commended the BSA for its rapid rebuilding 
of the BSA’s financial strength. Board discussion 
focused on ways to create an endowment or 
significant reserve fund for the BSA to ensure that 
any future economic downturns do not cripple our 
ability to provide significant programs and services to 
members. For more information on the 
endowment-building effort, call 617-951-1433x232. 


@ And, finally, the Board commended Legislative 
Affairs stalwarts Michael Hicks AIA, Ron Axelrod 
AIA, and George Bachrach for their successful 
leadership of the annual Design Professionals on 
Beacon Hill effort in April (reported at length in last 
month's issue).

Woodman wins; members vote 
to underwrite TV ads 


Jonathan Woodman AIA of Newburyport, a long- 
time BSA and New England AIA activist, was 
elected Vice-President of the national AIA at our 
convention in May in San Francisco. Woodman 
previously served on the national AIA Board for 
three years as a New England regional representative 
and before that served as President of AIA 
Massachusetts and AIA New England. He now 
becomes one of three vice-presidents on the national

TV proposal passes 

Architects throughout the nation who gathered in 
San Francisco for the AIA convention also voted to 
establish a “special assessment” to finance the first- 
ever national television advertising campaign 
administered by the AIA. This effort follows the 
three-year-old national print campaign the AIA has 
been financing out of its operating budget. 


The extraordinary cost of the new three-year 
television advertising campaign (approximately $2 
million annually for three years) was beyond the 
financial means of the national AIA, which has a 
relatively small budget for a national association. 
Consequently, it was proposed that a special 
assessment of $50 each year for three years paid by 
all AIA members would serve two purposes: it would 
generate sufficient funds to finance the television 
campaign and, given the restrictions placed on 
special assessments, it would guarantee that the 
funds raised in this way could be used for no other 
program or adminstrative purpose of any kind. 
Members at the convention in San Francisco voted 
approval of the proposal by an enthusiastic voice 
vote. 


The national TV ad campaign begins in January and 
local AIA chapters such as the BSA will have free 
access to the advertising materials for additional use 
at the local level. The campaign also will refer 
prospective clients to the AIA Website, which is 
linked to the BSA Website, to make referrals much 
easier. Stay tuned.
